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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claims 1-7; 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 , 8, note that reference to "a first signal" and "a second signal" being 
associated with the "first differential signal line pair" is not strictly correct. As known to those of 
ordinary skill in the art, a signal on a same signal propagates on each one of the differential line 
pair except for the direction of propagation is different in each line of the differential pair. 
Accordingly, in a differential line pair arrangement, there is no separate "first" and "second 
signal" on respective ones of the differential line pair, and such a characterization would be 
inappropriate and needs clarification. Similarly, for the second differential line pair, such 
differential lines do not carry "a third signal" and "a fourth signal" for the same above reasons. 

In claim 8, last paragraph, note that the recitation of "crosstalk on the (first/second) 
differential signal line" does not appear to be a proper characterization. As known to those of 
ordinary skill in the art, "crosstalk" nominally occurs -between- signal lines, rather than "on" 
signals lines. Clarification is needed. 

In claims 9, 10, note that it is unclear whether "for each differential signal line pair", the 
reference to "first and second differential lines" is a proper characterization. Note that in claim 8,
